S loyaltie to King and Countrie, is the | 
very fortreſſe and wall of Politie, being 
, commanded and commended,both by the . 
Lawes of God and nature; ſo pure and un- 
defiled Religion, is the Fountaine and Rocke James 1,27, 
of approyed loyaltic; yea. equity, charity, 
ſobriety and loyalie,are the virgin daugh- 
ters.of unſpotted piety , as the foreſaid place witnefleth ; we 
. could be large in this Theme, but we haſten to the particulat; 
the ſubject whereof 1s one of the weightieſt pieces that yer hath 
been preſented, Namely,The Service Book, which notwithſtand- 
ing the preſent ſurfer of Books,yer we hope it ſhall findea place - 
in the moſt ſerious and judicious thoughts; we may well call

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ter hee had whetted His Teeth upon the. Schiſmatiques , 
' in his Epiſtle to Bancroft. he produceth the lerter of Puts, for 
the approbation of the Service-booke ; and notes allo, the 
teſtimony of approbation from Briſtow in his motives, Queen Morive, ;4, 
Elizabeth being interdifted by the P+pes Bull ; Secretarte yVul- 
ſingham wrought fo, that he procured two Intelligencers to be 
ſenc from the Pope, as it were, in ſecret into Enzland, ta 
whom the Secretary appoynted a State Intelligencer to be 
their guide, who {hewed them Londen and Canterburte Ser- 
vice in all the Pompe of it; which the Popiſh Intelligencer 
viewing and con{idering well , with much admiration they 
wondercd , thattheir Lord the Pope was fo ill adviſed, or at 
leaſt ill informed, as ro-imcerdict a Prince , Whoſe Service and 
Ceremonies, ſo ſymbolized with his owne ; and therefore re- 
turning to Rome , they .pollclt the Pope thatthey ſaw no Ser... 
vice, Ceremonies or Orders in England, but they might very 
well ſerye in Rome, whereupon the Bull was recalled; to 
this alſo Doctor Carrier a dangerous ſeducing Jeſuite , gives cg, RE 
ampleeyidence ; the Common-prayer-booke (faith he) and 88. s. s. 
the Catechiſme contained in it, hold no point of Doftrine 
expreſly contrary to amtiquity , that is, as he explaineth him- . 
ſelfe, the Romiſh Service , cc, and thereupon he comforte-h 
\imſelfe with hope of prevailing, and of the like minde were 
arding and Briſtew (ashath beene ſaid; ) one more, and 
wee have done : not long agoe a; Jeſuite meeting a woman in - 
Pauls, in whoſe houſe he had lodged, ſhe not knowing then 
that he was a Jeſuite, the worke-men of Pauls being hot at 
ſeryice, he asked her, how [he liked that Worke » [be retorting 
the queſtion, asked him how be liked it, he replyed , exceeding 
well, neither had he any exception to it, but that jt was done 
, their Prieſts. We haye inſifted the longer in this point ; firſt, 
at men may ee, that this plaine and eyident approyement 
of our Linugieb Papiſts , is not from one ſingular or more 
indifferent ot , but from an unanimous conſen: of the 
cateſt , zealouſeft and learnedft among them, Further, this 
ymbolization of Papiſts and Prelate-men in the name and 
nature of Mafle and Liturgie, difcoyers how they conſpire 
againſt the Truth, and thoſe who defireto worſhip God in 
Spjrit and Truth; it isa true-maxime, Que conveniunt in ali- 
quo tertio, convenlunt mter fe , & dijJentiunt a contrario , They 
Who agree in athird, agree betweene themſelves, and diſſent from 
tbe contrary , If the Papiſts then fort with the Service-boek- 
men, u\.the liking of the Licwgic, and the Seryice-book- me 
YU \ 
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withthe Papiſts in the liking of the Maſle , and fo agree be- 
twizcthemſelves, they ruſt both by conſequent difſcnt from 
thetrue worſhip of God, which is contrary to it. Laſtly, 
the Papiſts liking of the Service-Book , makes it plainly ap- 
peare, how little God likes it ; for if ur were. plealingto God, 
it would never pleaſe the Papiſts : as the Iſraelites true and 
fincere worſhiping of God was an Abomination, to the Fe 
g yptians , ſhall we ſacrifice (faith Moſes) the abominations of the 
Egyptians before 8helr eyes , and will they nos ſtone ws? Even fo, 
if this were the trne worſhip of God, the Papiſts and 
the Prelaticall crue, would neyer endure it, but would Kone, 
teare in pieces, imprifon , burne, baniſh, and kill with all 
manner of crueky as they do, and havedone, thoſe that loye 
and worſhip God according to his Will : and as eyery ſhep-- 
herd was an Abamination to the Egyptians, fothere was no. 
being for ſuch Shepherds, as would not lead out, and lay 
downe their ſheep by that muddic Nitus, or , Egyptien Wa. 
fers, yea, and not onely fo, but they muſt beare falſe witneſſe 
in proclaiming it undcr their hand by ſubſcription , that this 
tincking puddle is the Riyer of God; when indeed it is the 
Euphrates of Babylon by which the foule of many grieved 
Minifters hath (it downe with teares, being forced to hang 
his harpe upon the Babyloni/h Willewes , but if his foule loathed 
the practiſe , much more the approbation, then all the ſoules 
of the Mafſe-book-men would loath ſuch an one , and with 
open mouth, wovld dart out againſt him the Poyſon of Aﬀpes, 
all manner of rotten Calummirs, of Sedition, Tumult, Schiſme, Fa- 
fon, andthe like, not youchſafihg kim and his, native ayre 
to breath in , much leſfle a calling to maintaine him and his : 
neither is this all , but when theſe Miniſters and others to flic 
the hatred of Eſau and his brood , had caſt themſelves upon 
the ends of the carth, to injoy with much afflitionthe puri. 
ty of the Ordinances ; yet E/auhis hatred {lacked not, like a 
boybng Furnace , til he caſt the ſcum of his cruelty after 
them , doing them all the miſchiefe he could in word arid 
deed :. the Serpent caſt not onely the flood off wators out -of 
his mouth , thaeway afterthe woman ; bur alſo purſued 0. 
thers if other parts, who endeayourecd to facrificethat which 
God called for ; for pom whereof take DoRor Laud his 
owne words , Thi hand (faith he) [ball reach them, and threat- 
ning a Scottiſh.man for refuſing to take the oath againſt his 
Countrey, he laid his hand on his breaſt, and yowed and pro- 
teſted, aShe lived , he would make the hearts of allthe Scots 


to 
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ro 2ke, and-what had the Scets donets him ? Nothing , bit 
maintained that worſhip, that was an abomination to him 
and his, One inſtance more, very pat to the purpoſe, God 
haying appeared oO fbrabam ( as often he did ) fabr ahem oy 
thankfullnefſe builded an Alkar , but immediately aker lic is 
{iid to remove to a Mountaine , Faftward of Bethel ; but what 
was the cauſe he Raid not by it? Thelcarnedtell us, that it 
was dangerous foto do ; forthe erecting of the Altar of Ged, 
was lo offenſive to the Idolatrons Inhabitants, that it was a 
wonder , he was not toned of them : where obſerve now by 
the way , that if the Altars now ereCted, were of God, they 
would be an abomination to the Prelates and their Fattton, and 
dangerousfor God his people to ſtay by them : bur as they are 
Altars' of Baal, exeRted and maintained by Baalites and Ba. 
Lamites, fo they and all their Ceremoniall accontrements, and 
the Seryice-booke it ſelfe, are an abomination, witnefle that 
place of Exodas already quoted , The Abowinatin 5 of t5e E. 
2yptians ſhall wee ſacrifice to Tehovab our God , faith Moſcs to 
Pharaoh, it is not meet fo to do, ES. | 
The laſt ground or evidence of this particular, is from the 
undeniable teſtimony of King and State , namely , King Ed- 
ward the ſixth, and the Councells letter, to the Papiſis of 
Cornwall and Devonſhire, making of Commotions and In- 
{urrectivns: again the King and State, amongſt many they 
- give this ſatisfaCtion for the Service-booke, that it was the 
very ſame , Word for Word with the Mafſe-book ; the difference 
onely was, that it was in the Englith tongue , the extract of 
the Letter recorded in the Acts and Monuments, are theſc ;

Waters, 
Conſecrations, &c, Having like a Serpent deceived the peo-. 

Ple ( and as the Apoſtle ſaith ) corre ted their mindes, from 

a@or.11. 3, Fhat fomplicity that Was in Chiift, lors. againt the mindes of 
T the godly , and learned Preachers of the times ; yet, to make 
Ah. x. them (as Beda witnefeth) adde this condition , which he-ne- 
yer meant to keepe , that no man ſhould be forced , or conſtrained 
thereunt. , but having plaid the Wyly Fox in his entry, to fi-- 
niſh the worke he had begun, he took on the Lyons skin,and 

| being oppoſed .by one Dinh a great Divine, who. with- 


ſtood 


ood him to his face ina publike Synode , aVouching , that kie 
ought not to change the ancient for me of Religion, neither 
would he acknowledg him for 4rcbbiſbop: but the bloody Pre- 
late, to be revenged on him , incenſed Ethelared King of Ner- 
_ thumberlandagainſt him , who murdered the Servamtand Mi- 
nilter of God, and twelve hundred of Monks with him : af- 
terward about the yeer 637, Pope Tobn the fourth, ſends over 
Malitus , Honortus , Iujtus his Bandogs one after another to 
. hold out and confirme the continuance ofthis diſmal] alterati- 
on , as they might caſily doe once having got footing , for 
Pompous ſuperttition-ſutestoo well with corrupt nature: then 
came in kecping of Faſter after the Romiſh manner, Mini- 
ers called Prieſts, chanting and Playing upon Orgars, with 
all which, godly Beda his-ſoule was grieved, who vented his 
ericfe in this ſad complaint ; heretofore, inſtead of theſe hinges 
te principal Service of God conſiſted in Preaching and Hearing of 
God hu Word, © 
Here wee may obſerve for matter of Humiliation, how ca- 
Gly Superſtition findes entrance into England, and how hard- 


ly it is roo:ed out; that former Maledi&, Monke Benedit(as 
they call him ) found fo little entertainment in France , that 


Hee made little ſtay there, onely ftemacking that the worſkip 


was not after the Rowiſh Order , he certified his Matter by a 
-grieyous complaint , who being more moderate than rhe 
Monke , bid him take that which was good inevery Church: 
but England found that that would fot ſerye him, of whoſe 
Maſle and miſchietc it could never yet bee ridde, Ir is 'alſo 
worthy your obl\crving ; how hee laid the Foundation of the 
Maſſe, and eſtabliſhed it in blood; yea, that See.of Canter. 
burie, in him and his Succeſſors , haih beene a See of blcod; yea , 
it is too well knowne, that that curſed Mafſe , whether La- 


tine or Eugliſb , hath lived in blood , and bathedin the blood of 
bodies, ſoules and ſtates , as ſhall be more particularly mani- 
fc{icd hereafter. 


Now for any thing that-can bee faid in defence of this Tdoll,

not in matters of Faith, as the defendants anſwer, yet itis a 
corruptine of the Scripture. May wee tear: a mans skin from 
his fleſh . becauſe wee cut not the (inewes , nor breake not the 
bones ? In a word, this is the anlwer of the Papiſts upon 
the place, which our Writers take off.

Tobi 5. the 
laſt two of theſe Bookes., being fabulous ; a preſident of theſe 
fouie aduſes of Scriprure, are found no where in the world, 
but in the Popilh Maſſc-booke.

Goſp.lls , in which 
there arc three ftrange and remarkable occurrences, for which, 
there is no ground or reaſon ; but from the Maſle- booke , and:

Firſt, what reaſon isthere, that in the Maffe-booke, an 
in our Liturgic, the Atts of the Apoſtles and Prophets, yea. any. 
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/booke of the 'old Teſtament, the books of Geneſis, excepted 
by them, ſhould be called Efi/tes, as As 7. on Stepbens day, 
Rev. I 4 on{nnocents day, Id, x. Eſay i. 

Secondly, there is neyer a full paſſage or whole place , but 
ſcraps and (hreads, as the beginning of one Chapter,andend- 
ing of another ; and in this they deale with the Word, as 
AMezentt's dealt with his beds , he cut them, and lengthened 
them to ſerve his owne cruell humours , and not for the good 
.of his gueſts: It Kings will not have their Writs by confrftoin 
of names wronged , much leffe che King of Kings , who 1s the 
God of Order. 

Thirdly and laftly , at the Epiſtles there is Glence , fitting , 
and whatevery one will ; but at the Goſpels there is ftand- 
ing, ſcraping, bowing, and a reſponſe before and after ; as 
every one of theſe were io ſerve ſome piece of- Superſtition 
or other : ſothe reaſons given by Papiſts are as ridiculous as 
the things are ſuper/{itions : it is enough to name them in ge- 
n:ra[l , that the maintainers of the Liturgie may be aſhamed 
to alledge them, and better of their owne they have nor. 
We therefore deſire your Honours, to caſt a rcgardtull eye 
upon the wronged and much abuſed VVord, and not as pſſers 
by (asleremy (ſpeakes) ina caſe much like, but as ſupreame 
Ludges here on carth, to vindicate Gods diſhonour done to 
him in his Ordinances. Gods Word , as the Fathers ſpeake, 
is his Efi/tle, not in that ſente they call Prophefres Epiſtles , 
wherein he commends many lovely favours to us; yea, his 
Teſtament , wherein he lcayes and bequeaths many rich leea - 
cies tous; If Kings and Monarchs ſhould deale fo with us, 
would wee ſuffer them to be abuſed , corrupted , altered , cut 
in pieces ? No, wee would count them our deadly .cnemies 
that ſhould doe fo, and alfo traytors to the King. What a'eye 
of indignation then ſhould your Honours caſt upon ſuch 
eroſle abuſing of the Word . of the Epiſtle and Will of the 
Onmniſdznt and Omnipotent God ; If clipping , corr:pting, or 
counterfeit coyning be Treaſon by the lavs , how much more, 
and in a higher degree 3s it to deale thus with the Word ? 
Yea, and more then that, to maintaine this, and cauſe Mint- 
ſters to ſubſcribe to it, being no leſſe then Treaſon againſt the 
high and mighty God.

gia ſumming up,and repetition of che titles and El!logies ofthe 
T cinity toſſed with reſponſes they fall on in a Heatheniſh way ' 
to act rhe word Letany or Mag 2any.as it is wel rendered.name- 
ly,as it were, to conjure; and as itthe divell were now to be dif- 
poſleſt (which no Prieſt mult dare .to doe by the Canon with- 
out licenſe from the Oramary) they would ule the very fame 
pieces, namely, By the myſtery of thy holy mcarnation, by thy bel;

ordinary and Weclly letanics, but alfo our annual or yeere- 
ly Ltanies ated in fr oſitom. Jt is true, wee have left out 
the Satts in our Liturgie, .that was too grofſe; but had 
the Laudenfes gottheir colours fixed, cre this the Letany had 
been: flacked with this ſtuffe. But why did they expunge 
that /vJ rage in King Eaward his Booke againſt the Pope; From 
the tyranny of the Bilbop of Rome, Good L'rd deliver us > Toſhur

The Apoſtle bids us beware of ſuch ; but indecd outs are worſe 
than thoſe falſe Apoſtles : for they preached Chri/t, thongh of euvie, 
but ours preach error, hereſies, blaſphemies, and calummies ont of en- 
vie, and not Chrift. Were there ever the like accuſations heard 
of for number and n4ture, as hath beene laid againſt thoſe #1- 
parallÞd Miniſters, for vilenc/ſe, bothi in living and preaching > 
The Gchiah his ſtaffe, wherewith they inaintaine all-this, and 
all their brags againſt the Hoaſt of [/+ael, js the Service-booke, 
which is the Helena of the Hierarchie, the (11% and'totail ob- 
ſeryation whereof, Lincoſne Articles doe punSRually apaoint.

Knowing that Se/Vice will ſeryice the tnrne, can have choyce 
of Readers to ſerve their Cure, at a cheape rate, In Kent a com- 
mon Ftdler read Service for twelve pence a weeke: In another 
place, a Blackeſmiuh did the !jke : yea, the Preiates themſelves 
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trade in this commodity, when they have an old, off <ca# ſty= 
vent, the ruines: of a prophane Weeich, good for nothing, theg, 
make a Prieſt on him, Witneſſe a Prelctss Porter, made 2 ft of 
Paddmgten. One that wee all know, dich: il/:s, Chaplaine to a 
orear Officer ot Stgte, but now proud Prelate, in the time of 
his Chaplainry, fſlefled three Benefices, tothe value of (eyen 
hundred pounds a yeere. or thercabout, aliowing nothing out: 
of all this tor the feeding of ſo many flockes, ſaveten pounds a 
piece, or thereabouts, io rhree puore Curates, with a number of 
calt Seryice-bookcs, which are no good meat, neither cold. 
nor hot ; yea, had not this Seryice-booke beene, this man and 
others could never have beenc'lo unconſcionable. 

Yet further. the. Seryice-booke hath beene the bane of ma- 
ny good Minyters, and that of two ſorts, Conformers, and Non- 
conformers ; the later of whom were deprived of. their 4n:yte- 
ry, deater to them than their lives ; caſt.out of their Free-helds, 
againſt the Law of the Land. Fxccmmuntcated, Impriſoned, their 
Families di/ſclved, caſhered from all Caliings ; yea, their yery 
being, through. calumnies and injurics thruſt at; fo that 
with Fimbriz"againft Scevola, they quarrelied-with them, Quod 
toium ferrum in ſe non receperant, that they. received not the 
whole deadly weapon into their body ; and what the quar- 
tell, but the Seryice-booke > To which the Miniſters muſk 
no: onely conforme, but alſo ſubſcribe ; as to foure bookes: 
more, ſoine of which ( it may be.) they had never ſcene : 
that nithing 1m them Was contrery to the W.rd. of:. God, Mon. 
ſtrum horrendum, O fearefull Gnne, to father fal/hood and lies 
upon God, for which the Lord may juſtly quarrell- with 
this Nation | : En, 

Now for the godly ahd painfull Miniters, yet conforming 
and ſubſcribing ; the. Service-booke, was a neavie burthen 
to then, and they. groancd .under the rigour of the Seryice :. 
It may be faid of the Service-booke, as it was. ſaid of Gath 
in another kinde, namely, it was Metheg Amcto, the bricle of 
the hilly trat, or ſtength of the Philiſtims : fo the Booke was 
the {trength of the Phil;iſtim Prelacic, and a bridle with a 
C::ybing bit to flop, to Wind and turne them at their pleaſure ; 
yea, ſometimes. to cut them in the mouth, if they delive- 
red avy ſuch part of Gods Counſell, as touched their cops 
hold ; beſides the ſcoffing calumnies that the Preiates and their 
Emizarics would put upon them: how &id they gricye the 
foules of divers worthy men. that divers of chem were for- 


ced 
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ced to breake through that Feybtian boydage, with danger of 
their Jiberties and lives, if they had beene reached by the Pre. 
lates iI1 Angels, but flying with the IVeman into the Witter. 
neſſe, the jlo;d of the Seryice-booke'out ofthe mouth if the Se, 
pent, was ſent afterthem, but both fire-and water conſpired 


' tothedevouring of it ; witnefle it's arrivall atnOÞ England two 


tellowes being drunke, addrefled themſelves by water to dif- 
perie ſome bundles of them : -one of them {wearing, that hee 


would have a pipe of Tobacco in deſpite of the Dell, triking 


fire, the ſparkes tell into a barrell of Gunpowder, which blew 
both men and bookes all into'the ayre ; the men were faved 
by {wimming in the water, and the Lyturgic ſuncke when jt 


could not {wim, 'and fo wee hope it {hajl: Some of us heard 


2 painful] Mmiſter .complaine, with abundance of tcares, a 
littte before his death, Tat fo long «s Eee, and ſuch as hee car- 
ried the Prelates fardell after them, they would never downe. 
We will ſhut up this point with a very remarkeable obſerva- 
tion ; though God made conforming Amiters, beinz the Vſ-

turgic , and tothe Rites and Ceremonies therein conbzz4ed , oe of 
terWard omit any things hee i liable tothe penaltie of ſuſpenſron for 
one moneth; and after that, if hee amend not, ts excommunicattin: and 
laſtly, if he continue ſo the third moneth, t» totals deprivation ; they 
have their patterne from Pope Pius the fitth, who made the ' 
fame impious fan&tien , for the Breviary , that at no time , nor in | 
any caſe , any thing thereof ſhould bee emitted: yea, the Congre= 
£eations of Londen have had to much experience of Seryice 
for Sermons, which exchange Is Very robberie , Contrary to the | 
Proverbe; for it is ordinary with the Iourney-men Levites and 
and Letanie-prickis to ſpin out all the time, in making up that . | 
conſe threed of the Service, that is allotted for Sermon : and this | 
they do of malice, like the dog in the manger; but were-it g00d 
they woull neyer bee ſo cager upon it; for the Countrey | 
Priefts will caſt i: through a riddle; and curcall ittothe waſte, | 
to gaine a long after-noone for Prophane ſports , but judge yee 
Honourable Senatours , if this bee not a miſerable caſe , that 
Hagar ſhould not onely inſult over Sarah, but alfo thruſt her our 
.of hex owne houſe. How unreaſonabie, yea, how dangerous 
athing itis, that the W- Iſome and ſoule-ſaving Word of the 
Lord leſus, ſhould give place to a fardell of Mens devices in the 
Worſhip of God. 

Wee come now in the third place, tothe People: thereare |

In the ſecond place, for the Service. bookes.afronting of Reli- 
glox, fomewhat hath beene ſaid, and more -wee have to fay in 
the fourth Evill ef et, namely, againſt God: but-now a Jittle 
more of it's malignity againſt the people, wherein wee will be 
briefe: People arc of two forts, good and bad; how the letter ſort 
have ſuffered from this Iron Furnaces. it is more then mani- 
felt, in ſpoyling of their goods, lofle of liberty, deſolating of 
their Families, being forced to wander from place -to place, 
their nigh friends and acquaintance not daring through feare 
to lodge them ; ar laſt, forced cirher to forſake their native foyle, 
and deareſt friends, with no ſmall: griefe, gent» patrie plangente, 
the genius of the Countrey, to ſpeake with Lipſues, lamenting after 
25m , or ifthey aid by it, and were catched in the Prelates 
Clutches, they told them when they petitioned, they ſhould lye 
till cheir bones rotted; as Dottor Ab59, then Prelte of Canter-. 
bury, ſaid of Maſter Baits, whom they Rifled.in the Gate-houſe, 
and all this, becauſe they could not earte and ſwallow downe, 
to the chokitg of their conſcience the .Arfnicall gobblets of that 
poyſonable Booke, which is worſe than the Tron. Furnace, (for 
ſo the ſpirit termes it,) Gods people came out of thar, butthe 
furnaceheared for the 108 adoring by their Service booke, ag Ne- 
duthadnezzers for not adoring of his Idoll, did ordinarily con- 
ſine ſuch as were caſt into it; ſo that it became like the Lyons 
Denne, whereof the Poet ſpeakes : - .

Many impreſſions of ingreſſe, but none of regreſſe ; but is 
this all ? no, though it be too much, if any out of their zeale to 
Gods worſhip, ftand up in oppoſition to againſt that G:liah; wil.

Auſtin tels-us-of the many prayers that-the 
Iſraelites made in the Egyptian furnace, and that they wete ſhort 
ejaculations, but they would have continucd them, bur for their 
burthens ; but men are forced to breake of here, where there 
js no burthen, but the Service-booke ir ſelfe. | 
Apaine, hee hath a plea from the Leprous houſe, wherein 
wee ate very willing to joyne iſſues with him ; hee contei- 
ſeth that the old Romane Lyturgie was like a leprous houſe, the 
plague was ſpread in it + but now it is pitched, ſcraped, } laiſter- 
rea with Well. tempered (or rather mtempered morter) hee ſhould 
have ſaid, that upon the deepeſt ſearch 19 corruption can ap- 
peare;. and therefore to be judged cleane by the Law ; but 
there hee goeth too farre, and farther (wee conceive) then 
molt of the Prelates would doe ina cold mood ; yea, herein 
he is contradiCtory to himlelfe, for hee acknowledgeth ſcars 
and defects in it ; and in his laſt page of the Sarvey of the pa. 
rallells, hee joynes in evidence with the Authour, in the diſ- 
covery of errours, and ſueth for juſtice ; but if the Leprou- 
ſie breake out againe, then no affeftion of our Communion 
may lodge it.

FOw, we come in the laſt place, to remoye fore Objeitions, 


X which we (hall ſhew to be of no great weight, and cheree : 
fore we ule the fewer words. x Pjeft, 


The firſt is from the Antiquity of the Service-booke, to which 98. 
Door Hal! and others have received an anſwer by Smettym. 
4:5 but ſay it bad Antizuity without truth, it wereno better 
than a c4/tome of error, Et nullum tempus orcurrit Deo, there is no IE 
preſcription tothe King of Kings, = 2 Objeft. 

The ſecond Objettion -; Many good -men have .uſed it, and Sit, . 
liked 8 well; for anſwer, Teſtimonia humaua non factuat fidew, 

Mans approbation is not current of ir felfe, but as it buts 
upon che faithfull wirnefſe, otherwiſe it is an inartificiall 
argument, a$ Logictans call it; the Patrtarchs uſed, and did 
many things that were not eroreable ſome good Kings. 

A 0 
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of Tudab , a3: Amagiah and lebeſapbat, tooke not away the High 
plates: were they any whit the better for that? yea, the ſuffering; 
of them is fer up as the Kings taulr ; it were better to follow: 
Hezekiahthartooke them away, Maſter Wommocke alleadpeth, 
for the Service. hooke , that Rome is not demoliſhed in the firſt 
day, and ſo we alleadge againft it, that good men in mending 
times dideither ſce as farre as their Horton, or ar leaſt as they 
durft : So wee have moce light, and are ſet upon their 
ſhoulders, therefore it is both. finne and ſhame for us not to 
ſee more, and doc more than they did : Hezektah did more 
than loſaphat , andI9f1aÞ more than they both. - 

Thirdly , it is objeRted , tvat it Fath many goad things init . 
that is anſwered already , the 4lcoran and Talmud haye Ma- 
ny good things in them: yea, the Aþocr;pha Bookes haye 
many excellent truths in them, are they thereforeto be pre- 
ſented in Gods worſhip? , 

The fourth objection is from a mere conventent courſe of. 
eorretting &f it , than of cafhrering of it, © For anſwer , what

good hope you will not Teaye a Popiſh Relique in the Land,

Bamentery Acts peremptorily eſtabliſhment , .yet they inake bart Vee - 


ry harſh Muſique. A man would thinke that Door Hall, 
being a learwed Divine, would firlt have laid this Worſhip 
of Lyturgie in the ballance of the Sanituary, and tryed the weight 
of itthere; and if 1t had proved too light, (as (urely it would) 
then to haye counted it a piacle againſt God and man ; to 
offcr ts make up the weight with humane Lawes. Ir is 
not unworthy your remembrance, how one of the later-brood 
of the Scottiſh Prelates, alledging, or rather miſ-alledging be- 
fore our late Soyeraigne, King [ames, forme 4 of Parliament, 
or the eſtabliſhing and maintenance of the: Prelacte;. the 
King asked a Noble man being by, being a great Zegi/t, 
an Officer of State, what hee thought of thoſe Acts ? - the 
Noble-man replved, That it Went never Wall with. them, fine 
freir Churchemen Kiboured to be more-verſed in the Acts of Par- 
liement, than in the Att of the Apoſtles. But to the matter; 
for all this cry, wee are more than halfe'confident, they ſhall 
have but linle wooll for the Service booke, from the Adts of 
State, when they are well looked into. Wee Know not any 
colour of confirmation for the Service. booke, except that Sta- 
cute prefixed'to its which how little it maketh for it, let the 
words of the Statute teſtific, of which wee fhall fer downe 
thoſe that are moſt pertinent :- for it is-needlefle ro write 
them all, Tn the fifth and fixth yeere of King Edvard the 
fixth, an AX was made for the eftabliſhing ofa Booke, cal- 
led, The Booke of Commmm/ Prayer, the which was repealed in 


the firſt yeere of Quezene Mary, which Statute of repeale was: 
made voyde by this fame A& the firſt yeere of Queene 


Elizabeth; and that the aforeſaid Booke, with the alterati- 


ons and additions therein added, ſhall ftand and be'; and. 
all Mifters (hall uſe the ſaid Booke, authorized by Ai? of

other Scrpice-booke , Hutthat of: King EaWard the fixth ; divers 
Miniſters in King ſameshis time urged with-ſubſcriprion , 
anſwered thePrelates, Trucit Wat , that if they refuſed, -vbry 
fhould make themſelves tranſereſſours of the LaWwes of the King=- 
come , in ſubſcribing to another Booke than that, eftablihed 'by 
Law: the Prelates in preſfing this ſubſcription, forced two Sta» 


Ettes,namely;the Statute alleadged by the change ofthe Books 


and alto another Statute requiring no ſubſcrjption, but bares 


ty to the Articles of' Religion, which onely cancerne the Conftfit= 


#3 of true Chriſtian faith , and the Pottrine of the Sacraments, 

Now , to come to further anſwer ; let us-grant by way of 
Confeſſion that there were an AR, or Acts for ratifying of 
the Booke, which in terminis wee cannot fe, (as Statures uſe 
to be expreſſed ) yet by the Law of charity and duty, we hold 
our ſelves bound to belecye, thata State profcſiing the truth 
of Religion would never-inaft (o, for a Service-booke of mans 
device, as that it might be a ſnarctothe-people of God, ha- 
ving, other ends; as a kinde of unformity, ſubtly for want of 
Miniſtery , and brmging Papi/ts 80 the Church, but notto preſle 
i in the bulke beyond the ſpheare of any mans Conſcience, 
waitneflſe a Rubricke in King Edward the fixth his Booke : but 
giycitto ſpeake as punCtually for the Booke as they would 
have it, ſhall it be fmply good ? for that, itis onely in the 
power of adivine Statute ſimply to make athing good, all 
Divines, Humanifts, and Lawyers that haye written on the 
Lawes, concurre in this Maxime, Omnium legum inany cenſus 
14, niſs divine leg's imaginem gerant, the power of all Lawes ig 
void . except they beare the impreſſion of the Law of God : 
the Orator gives a reaſon for it, Lex divina omniam legum cen 


fira, the divine Law is the ſtandard of all lawes, yea, a thing 


e7ill in it ſelfecftabliſhed by a Law, becommeth worſe, asthe 
Jearncd tell us, it becommeth «rmata mjuſtitia an armed in- 
juftice , or with Laffar#ius tothe ſame purpoſe, Tegitime Inj 
rias inferre, to doe injurie in forme of Law , juſt withthe 
Poet, juſque datwn ſceleri——well Engliſhed and licenced. 

Which truth alſo is cleared from divine Authority. : the 
P/almiſt corpplaineth of the injurious cyill done pon es 
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Church 8nd People, aggravating it from'this, (that 13) war 
framed by a decree; which place, the Authour of 24ons Flea, ap- 
p'icth yery pertinently to the Hierarchie, proving it to bethe 
Maſter-ſinne» wherewith the Church and State are peftered, 
2nd for which eſpecially,God hath a con roverfic with us, be. 
caule it is decreed by a-Law ; andas a Law for the Hierarchie 
proved of no force to keepe it up, no tnove thea the late Laweg 
of >c08land could uphold their Pred-t:5 : fo grant that there were 
a Law for the Service- booke, the thing being naught; what could 
thelpe it? Within theſe hundred yeeres chere was a Law in 
England, fox the Popes ſupremacie. ay that were not repealed, 
Rood it either with Reaſon, Religion or Loyalty ro ſubmit 
unto it? Yea, ſome fragments of Lawes arc yer unrepealed:in 
this Land, that no judicicus-man will obey : neither haye we 
alledect thoſe evidences upon this {uſpition, to encounter 
with any Statutes ; butto.ftop the mourhes of thoſe men. who 
would make the Staturte-Law a blindeeuide. under which 
their unlawfull callings, - and ſuperſtitious ſervice, might 
miarch furiouſly againſt the word of truth. _ 
Now, to come to an-end, (for wee are forry wee could be 
ao bricfer) wee will enely anſwer this Q«e, confiſting of 
cheſerwo heads : Firſt, whether wee doe approve of any ſet. 
prayer in a more private Way : And fecondly, whether wee 


doe approve of any quan in publique ; to both theſe wee 


anſwer ingenuouſly ag we thinke - and for the former, we doe © 
thinke that parties in their infancie or jgnorance, may uſe 
form $ of prayer, well and wholeſoincly ſet, for helps and props © 
of their imbecility, yea, riper Chriftians may doe wellro reade 
ſuch profitable formes, the matter whereof may. by ſetting of 
their affections on edge, prepare and firthem as matter of Me= 
ditation, the better to Prayer ; but for thoſe parties fo to con- 
tinue without pregrefle to conceived prayer ; were as if children 
ſhould Rill be poring upon ſpelling,and neyer learne to reade; 
or, as if children or weake ſhould till goe by hold, or upon + 
crutches, and never goe right out. Wee may fay of /ei-prayer 
uſed for infirmitie, as Divines fay of the legall Ceremonizs, jn the 
interim, that they were tolerable, not neceſſary ; and fo what- 
ſoeyer is, or may be ſaid inthe bchalte of it, is not ſo much (as 
.We £onceivye) for the commendation of it, as for the tolerati<- 
on of it foratime; and for giving ſatisfation'to ſcrupulous 
conſciences,for the warantable ule of it in caſe of neceſſuy.. 
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_ -» To the ſecond head ; for a ſet forme of Lyturgie in publign, 
 G wee an{wer, that with all the Reformed Churches.ye doeal- 
low a ſound: forme of ſet-litugee, as an- exampler, agprefident 
of. our performance of holy ordinance, but-fo,that nance ſhould 
tic himſelfe, otbe tied tothoſe Prayers, Exhorictions, and other 
things, in the Ly:nrgie, much left ſhould ir be violentlythruſt 
upon any Miniſter or People ; which proves in very deeds 
- Iimicing ofthe ſpirit, efpeciaily,-in a Miniſter able to pray im 
and by the Holy Ghoſt, yea, it is a very tranſplantation of 
.the Eſſence or Nature of Prayer, wherein- the words areto 
follow the affeftions, and nat the affeftiansthe words, as it 
_ doth inthe beſt ſet formes ; but for our Lyturgie, whatcan be 
faid for forme» or hath bcene ſaid, that cannot be ſaid for the. 
Popyh Lyturgie ; but the clothing it in another tongue ; yer this 
Ren? 3Þ is prefied under grear penalty, upon all the Minitters : who, 
; if they had che tongues of Angels, they thould not pray, till 
pug every ragge and remnant of that be ſaid. To ſhut uprhe buſis-
